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Tornado Lore 


Although tornadoes occur in many parts of the 
world, these destructive forces of nature are 
found most frequently in the United States east 
of the Rocky Mountains during the spring and 
summer months. In an average year 800 
tornadoes are reported nationwide, resulting in 
80 deaths and over 1,500 injuries. A tornado is 
defined as a violently rotating column of air 
extending from a thunderstorm to the ground. 
The most violent tornadoes are capable of 
tremendous destruction with wind speed of 
250 mph or more. Damage paths can be in 
excess of one mile wide and 50 miles long. 
Once a tornado in Broken Bow, Ok carried a 
motel sign 30 miles and dropped it in Arkansas. 
What causes Tornadoes 

Thunderstorms develop in warm moist air in 
advance of eastward moving cold fronts. 
These thunderstorms often produce large hail, 
strong winds and tornadoes. Tornadoes are 
often associated with strong, frontal systems 
that form in the central states and move east. 
Occasionally, large outbreaks of tornadoes 
occur with this type of weather pattern. 
Several states may be affected by numerous 
severe thunderstorms and tornadoes.

Myth: Windows should be opened before a 
tornado approaches to equalize pressure and 
minimize damage. 

Fact: Opening windows allows damaging winds 
to enter the structure, Leave the windows 
alone: instead, immediately go to a safe place. 
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Watch or Warning 


Tornado Watch: Tornadoes are possible in 
your area, Remain alert for approaching storms 
Tornado Warning: A Tornado has been 
sighted or indicated by weather radar. lf a 
tornado warning is issued for your area and 
the sky becomes threatening, move to a place 


of safety, 

Severe Thunderstorm Watch: Severe 
thunderstorms are possible in your area, 
Severe Thunderstorm Warning: Severe 


thunderstorms are occurring, 
Remember, tornadoes occasionally develop in 
areas in which a severe thunderstorm watch 
or warning is in effect. Remain alert to signs of 
an approaching tornado and seek shelter if 
threatening conditions exist,

on that repeater, The local County Net will z 
on the 147.360 repeater with the 147.07 
acting as back up.

145.190 system was offered for use durrz 
the ‘event of severe weather. Also ire 
145.190 is a closed system, and may not Ce 
used other than for the nets.
